FARMER’S EXTRAORDINARY 


STORY.

The plaintiff in his statement of claim set 
out that he was, in the month of April, 1 
employed as an agent of the Munster an 
Leinste: Assurance Society. When James 
Comerford, an inspector in the employment 
of the Society, was about to introduce him, 
in that — to the defendant, the defen- 
dant false-y and maliciously a and 
published of the plaintiff the words: “ "lis 
well 1 ought to know bim. “Tis he took the 
£270 trom me. On the 2nd June, 1925, the 
defendant felsety and maliciously — and 
published of the plaintiff to Miss Fitz- 
gerald, his cousin, the words: 1 have 
enough ot the Fitzgeralds. They robbed me. 

The defence was that the words complained 
of were true ir substance and in fact, and 
the defendant stated that before the publica. 
tion of the said words by the defendant, the 
plaintiff, on the 8th November, 1920 (acting 
in concert with divers other persons to the 
defendani unknown), by force and threats took 
the defendat from his home and thereafter 
forced and compelled him to cash certain 
deposit receipts, his property, at the Provin- 
cial Bank, Kilmacthomas, County Waterford, 
on the 10th November, and the plaintiff 
thereupon took from the defendant, by threats 
and force, the sum of £270. 

Mr. Lynen, K. C., and Mr. Connolly (in- 
structed by Mr. E. A. Ryan) appeared for the 
plaintiff ; and Mr. Wood, K. Ci, and Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, Senior Counsel (instructed by Mr. A. 
Carroll) for the detendant. 

The plaintiff was examined and told of the 
visit of Mr. Comerford and him to the house 
of the defendant when the alle words were 
spoken, in April. When Mr. Comerford said, 
“That is a serious charge, the defendant 
called his brother from the kitchen said said, 
“Isn't this the chap that took +! money? 
The defendant's brother said “ Yes.” [I 
defendant said to his wife who was passing to 
another om, this is the chap that took 
and she said, “If it is, may God 
forgive him.” The defendant said to him, 
‘*T don’t forget you morning and night when 
I am on my knees.“ 

James Comerford, who said that he was 
with the plaintiff on the occasion referred to, 
corroborated his evidence. 

William Fitzgerald, brother of the plaintiff, 
gave evidence that he spoke to the defendant 
about the charge that he had made, and told 
him that he would give him a week to publish 
an apology. The defendant said, “Ye are 
robbers and ye have my money.” 

Michael Sweeney, the defendant was called 
by Mr. Wood, K.C., and gave evidence. He 
said that at about 8.15 o'clock on the evening 
of the 9th November, 1920, when he went 
home there were three men at the gate out- 
side the house and six inside, one of whom 
was Fitzgerald. Fitzgerald put his hand on 
his shoulder, and said that he wanted him 
for assaulting a person whose name he men- 
tioned. He as Fitzgerald well. The wit- 
ness describing what he alleged subsequently 
took place, said that he was brought from 
his house to the road, a piece of lining of a 
coat or something like that being put over 
his face, but as the night was starry and 
bright he could see. Fitzgerald was at his 
right-hand side and had hold of him by the 
right-hand. He was brought to a place called 
Graigue, where he was halted. He heard 
Fitzgerald say to another man, I know it is 
all mght. Cooney says he is guilty, and he 
is the judge.” The witness was put into a 
motor car and was taken to a house in the 
mountains. He was put in the kitchen while 
the men were erecting a scaffold. He was 
kept there the whole night and could not 
sleep. Keating was in the house with others. 
In the morning a man named Barron told him 
that he was to defend him if he had no objec- 
tion to a Republican Court. Barron asked 
him what amount of money he had, and the 
witness said about a couple of thousand 

ounds. When it was almost dark he was 
brought across a field to where a motor car 
was waiting, with some men in it, and there 
was some signalling on the road. They all 
had rifles and fixed bayonets. He was put 
in the motor car, “a small little thing hang- 
‘mg over his eyes,” and brought to another 
house where he was tried. | 

The trial lasted about three minutes, and 


de was sentenced to death at four o clock in 


the morning. He was taken to the yard, and 
one of the men struck a match to look at him. 
One of them said: His face is capable of any- 
thing,” and another remarked: “I hope it 
isn’t I will get the job of shooting him.” 
Some time afterwards the witness was brought 
back to the house and was told that the 
sentence had been changed, and that he would 
be fined and that the costs would be £20. 
He was also told that he would be transported 
from his county for five years. 

The plaintiff came to the house at 10 o'clock 
on the following morning with another man. 
They were both armed. He was driven with 
them in a motor car to his home, where he 
had a deposit receipt for £300 on the Kil- 
macthomas branch of the Provincial Bank. 
He had to get this deposit receipt, and was 
then driven to within a hundréd yards of the 
bank, where he was brought by Fitzgerald 
and the other man. Fitzgerald stood on his 
left-hand side and told him he wanted the 
money in £5 and in £10 notes. He got £270 
in 85 and in £10 notes and handed it to 
Fitzgerald, who was standing at the glass 
door facing the bank. Fitagerald counted the 
money and gave witness a receipt signed '' lst 
Command, I. R.A.” The witness was driven 
in a car, which had been stopped on the road, 
to about a mile from Kilmacthomas, and was 
then let off. He got orders to leave on Mon- 
day mooning, and went to Cork, where he 
remained until December. 

Cross examined by Mr. Lynch, K.C., he 
stated what he had been accused of at the 
Republican Court. When he was brought to 
the bank none of the men was disguised in 
any way. He had no one present who could 
say that the plaintiff was a member of the 
I. R. A. at the time. 

John Sweeney, a brother of the defendant, 
ave evidence, and said that he had no doubt 
that Fitzgerald was the man who took his 
brother from his house. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, K.C., he 
said that when his brother returned he told 
him he had been fined £270 for assault. 

Mr. J. H. Skuce gave evidence of the de- 
fendant coming into the bank and getting 
£270. He afterwards saw a man at the door 
who appeared to be counting the money. 

Mr. Arthur Hunt, called by Mr. Lynch, 
related how he was “held up” by a man 
with a revolver, who told him that he wanted 
him to drive a prisoner. There were three 
men, one of whom was the defendant, the 
prisonet, whom he knew. He did not know 
the others. He knew Fitagerald. Fitzgerald 
was not one of the men, and he never knew 
of Fitzgerald being connected with the 1.R.A. 

The hearing of the case had not concluded 
when the Court adjourned until this morning.

AN INJUNCTION GRANTED.

the defendant. The plaintiffs, he — ní 
had got originally two interlocutory injunc- 
tions pending the trial of the action against 
the defendant. who had been in the em- 
ployment of the Society as Inspector-General, 
and was now in the employment of the Hearts 
of Oak Society. 

The City of Dublin Assurance Collecting 
Society, he said, carried on business in the 
principal towns all over Ireland, and had an 
income of over £80,000. The assets, which 
were for the most part invested in Free 
State and North of Ireland securities, 
amounted to more than £70,000. In August, 
1922, the defendant, Mr. James Nilan, was 
appointed Inspector-General of the Society, 
his emoluments being a salary of £500 a year, 
together with commission and travelling ex- 
penses. When he was in the employment of 
the Society for about a year, owing to certain 
friction among the members of the staff, he 
was called upon to resign his position. The 
defendant threatened that unless the Society 
re-instated him in his position he would 
publish statements regarding the Society 
which would be injurious to it. Counsel 
stated that the defendant had issued a cir- 
cular and written letters containing false 
statements of a most slanderous and 
scandalous nature with reference to the 
Society; and that the plaintiffs were obliged 
to take legal proceedings against him. 

The action was brought for an injunction 
restraining the defendant from printing, 
issuing, and publishing, or continuing to 
print, issue -i publish, any circular, advertise- 
ment or other statement containing defama- 
tory matter concerning the business carried on 
by the rety. 

Mr. Dickie remarked that more malicious or 
slanderous statements never were made by 
any man * any Society; and, of course, 
the plaintiffs denied them all. 

Mr. C. 8. Campbell (instructed by Mr. 
James M. Magee), who appeared for the de- 
fendant, referred to certain negotiations or 
tentative offers of arrangement between the 
parties, stating that there had been, as he 
unders , some form of consent agreed upon 
which was signed by the defendant withdraw- 
ing all the charges and agreeing to pay costs, 
but he understood that the plainti 8 agreed 
to waive the costa. 

When the motion first came on he under- 
stood that there was a prospect that an 
anticable arrangement a be come to be- 
tween the parties. 

Mr. Dickie said that there was no agree- 
ment entered into whatever. When the ap- 
plication for interlocutory injunction was 
made the defendant offered to give a consent 
to judgment and an apology. A question then 
arose with regard to costs. He (Mr. Dickie) 
tried to settle the matter, but did not suc- 
ceed, and he now applied for judgment. 
Mr. Justice Murnaghan granted the in- 
junction, and the inquiry as to damages 
sought with costs, including the costs of the 
motions for the two interlocutory injunctions.

COURT TRIALS. 


WATERFORD SHOOTING 
CASE. 
— — 


Yesterday in the Central Criminal Court, 
Dubin, betore Mr. Justice U’Shaughnessy and 
a jury, Thomas Tobin was indicted for having 
(1) on the 23rd January, 1925, feloniously fired 
at, with intent to murder, Thomas Spain, a 
lieutenant in the National Army; and (2) with 
firing at aud maliciously wounding and doing 
grievous bodily harm. 

Mr. Carri said that in Waterford oy 
that night Lieutenant Spain was walking wit 
a Miss Cissie Ryan. Some distance in front 
of them were Co Mulcahy and a sister 
of Miss Ryan. After a time a man presented 
a revolver at Lieutenant Spain, and the lieu- 
tenant drew his revolver, and an interchange 
of shots took place. Miss Cissie Ryan was 
killed, but the jury were not concerned with 
that tragedy. Counsel said that it was un- 
questionable that the prisoner was there that 
night with the intent of doing a murderous 


Thomas Spain described the shooting during 
which Miss Ryan was killed and he was 
wounded, He remained on guard over the 
man that he had fired at and handed him over 
to Commander Hetherington. The prisoner 
was the man. 

In cross-examination, he said that he did 
not mention Tobin's name at the inquest, but 
at the time he did not know what his name 
was. Except for going away for a few vards 
he never lost sight of the prisoner until the 
military arrived. 

Miss Joan Ryan and Corpora] John Mulcahy 
having given evidence, 

Superintendent Hallinan, of the Civic 
Guard, stated that when arrested the prisoner 
said: I have nothing to say.” 

Mr. Black, in opening the defence, com- 
plained of the way that his client had been 
treated. Having been arrested, he was re- 
leased, evidently because there was not suffi- 
cient evidence against him, and then at the 
last moment he was charged with intent to 
murder—a charge that was inconsistent with 
the facts. 

John Ring, a retired sergeant-major in the 
British Army, said that he was standing at 
his own door when he heard shooting, and 
going out he saw the prisoner wounded on the 
pathway. Three men were standing over him 
and Tobin was carried to witness's house. 
Lieutenant Spain was not there, and the 
witness did not see him for a quarter of an 
hour afterwards, when he called to the house. 

After a brief absence, the jury found a 
verdict of guilty on the count of firing 
with intent to maliciously wound and do 
grievous bodily harm, and with a recom- 
mendation to mercy. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said it was only right 
to say that they had had two statements 
from the accused that he had planned an 
attack on a house, and he (counsel) thought 
it unfair to produce these statements, as the 
officers who took them made a promise to the 
prisoner on the subject. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy said that that 
was important. 

Superintendent Hallinan gave the prisoner 
a good character for the time that he had 
known him. 


He was put back. 


MURDER CHARGE REDUCED TO 
MANSLAUGHTER. 


Six young fellows named Owen Davy, 
Thomas Byrne, John Gorman, Martin Cassidy, 
James Cassidy, and Charles Burrows were 
charged with the wilful murder of Mrs. Ellen 
McDonogh on the 24th July, 1922, at Rivers- 
town, Co. Sligo. 

Owen Davy, Thomas Byrne, James Cassidy, 
end Charles Burrows pleaded not guilty to 
murder, but guilty of manslaughter. John 
Gorman and Martin Cassidy pleaded not 
guilty. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that with con- 
siderable reluctance he acceded to the sugges- 
tion that had been made to have the indict- 
ment reduced from murder to manslaughter. 
It was only right, however, for him to say 
that the crime to which these. boys had 
pleaded. guilty wee of a most cowardly and 
inhuman character. On the night when the 
crime took place these prisoners visited the 
house of an innocent woman on a wicked and 
despicable enterprise. There were five of the 
prisoners actually concerned in the murder of 
this young woman, a small farmer's wife and 
the mother of four children. The prisoners 
James Cassidy and Byrne made a statement 
giving a narrative and stating that they were 
at a dance. Some of them got drink, and 
Cassidy was under the impression that he had 
a grievance against the woman s son. They 
visited her home, and carried a flash lamp. 
Some remained at the back and others went 
to the front of the house. A gun was carried, 
and the woman, hearing the noise, came to 
the window and ised one of the pri- 
soners and called him by his name. It was, 
in fact, that because she recognised him that 
abe was shot. It was right to say that the 
others were not equally guilty. Byrne, in- 
deed, it would seem, was horrified at the 
crime. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy said that it was 
a terrible thing to see boys such as he now 
ae the dock engaged in such atrocious 
work. 

Mr. Carrigan said that. after careful con 
sideration, the prosecution agreed to entering 
a nolle proesequi in the case of John Gorman 
and Martin Cassidy. 

These two prisoners were then discharged. 

Mr. Martin Maguire (instructed by Mr. W. 
H. Argue) appeared for James Cassidy. Mr. 
Brereton Barry (instructed by Mr. J. V. 
Brady) appeared for Thomas Byrne, Charles 
Borrower, and Martin Cassidy. 

The Rev. M. Conlan, C. C., Riverstown, 
gave the accused a good character. 

In reply to Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy. 
Father Conlan said that the accused were 
mostly illiterate, and the difficulties of getting 
yorng people to school was very creat. 

Mr. Justice O'Shauchnesey said he would 
take all the circumstances into consideration 
and the prisoners were put back.

Divorce in the Free State. 


The reluctance of the Free State Govern- 
ment and Parliament to approach the 
problem of divorce is natural and may 
be attributed to the best motives. Yet 
the problem must be solved in the 
near future; for the present position in- 
volves a denial of justice. We have dis- 
cussed it in former articles, and now the 
Joint Committee on Standing Orders has 
made a report to the Oireachtas which is 
an appeal for definite action. The report, 
which we print in another column, ex- 
plains the effect of the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
on the machinery of divorce in the Free 
State. For more than fifty years it has 
been possible to get a divorce a mensa 
et thoro from our courts of law. That 
right inheres in the. new courts; but the 
right to divorce a vinculo matrimonii— 
that is to say, a divorce which makes re- 
marriage legally possible—is now en- 
dangered. Before the Treaty Irish subjects 
of the Crown ceuld apply for such a 
divorce by means of a private bill in the 
House of Lords. . That source of relief is 
now removed from citizens of the 
Free State, and, after a lapse of more 
than eighteen months, no native procedure 
has been substituted for it. In theory, 
indeed, this report explains, any 
married person can go to the Oireachtas 
for a bill of divorcement. . Under the only 
Standing Order which applies, the 
Examiner of Bills is bound to register 
compliance and the Bill will be deemed 
to have been read a first time. In practice 
this readiness of access to the Oireachtas 


for divorce bills have been lying in the 
Private Bill. Office since February of the 
present year. No progress is possible 
until the Oireachtas has reached a deci- 
sion on the whole problem ; and the Joint 
Committee, while making no recommenda- 
tions on its own account, asks that this 
decision shall not be delayed. The diffi- 
culty—a vital difficulty—lies in the fact 
that, while only the Oireachtas can grant 
a divorce a vinculo matrimonii, the atti- 
tude of the majority of its members to 
such applications has been defined strictly 
for them by the teaching of their Church. 
In practice the Free State Government 
and Parliament are conniving at a flagrant 
breach of the terms of the Anglo-Irish 
settlement. It is true that the number 
of persons who seek absolute divorce in 
this country has been and, as we nope, 
will continue to be, only an infinitesimal 
fraction of our total citizenship. In the first 
place, however, the rarity of an injustice 
furnishes no excuse for it. In the next 
place, for persons to whom the House of 
Lords would have granted an absolute 
divorce the necessity for such divorce 
usually is extreme. At least three persons 
in the Free State are now unable to get 


ia hearing for petitions which, before the 


‘Treaty, could have gone to the House of 
Lords. The Constitution guarantees the 
fullest civil and religious liberty to all 
subjects of the State, and the disability 
under which these three persons labour is 
as gross a violation of the Treaty as would 
be a like hardship shated by three 
thousand. The Committee s report indi- 
cates, indeed, one remedy for a man who 
may have desperate need for an absolute 
divorce, He can become a domiciled 
citizen of Great Britain or Northern Ire.

Consetvative Policy. 


Mr. Baldwin delivered his speech to 
East Anglian Conservatives at Lowestoft 
last night, but those who had hoped to 
hear illuminating particulars of the future 
policy of his party will be disappointed to 
some extent. It is unnecessary to deal 
with Mr. Baldwin's defence against the 
attacks of Mr. Lloyd George on the sub- 
ject of the French occupation of the Ruhr, 
the payment of war debts to the United 
States and the Treaty of Lausanne. His 
answer to these criticisms consisted in 
the perfectly sound assertion that no other 
party could have done better, and that, if 
events took the 
Mr. 
fourth indietment— that 
Mr. Baldwin's party had tried to over- 
throw the fiscal system under which the 
country had enjoyed prosperity for three. 
quarters of a century—was met with more 
spirit and detail. The Conservative leader 
is not chastened by the sharp lesson which 
he received at the hands of the British 
electorate last December. 
spoke with pride of his readiness to 
sacrifice safe office for what he believed 
to be the right course. In general terms 
he expressed an ardent desire to better 
the conditions of the people, and said 
that, while this aim was shared by the 
Labour Party, Mr. Macdonald’s Govern- 
ment was working on wrong lines. The 
Liberals, he declared, had shown them- 
selves to be untrustworthy, since they had 
failed to honour their election pledge to 
“keep the Socialists out.” As was ex- 
pected, Mr. Baldwin criticised the present 
Government for its to deal 
adequately with the “unemployment 
problem and for its decision to repeal the 
McKenna duties. 

If Mr. Baldwin's claim that the Con- 
servative Party, in contrast with the 
Liberals and Socialists, is a “happy 
family ” is justified, the fact speaks well 
for his own powers of leadership. He 
declares that “there has been no time 
in my memory when we have been more 
united from. one end of the country 
to the other, more full of hope for the 
future, more full of confidence in ourselves 
and.more prepared to rely on the strength 
of our right arm and our own cause. 
That is a very cheering statement. Deter- 
mination to adhere without swerving to 
the path which he had chosen was the 
keynote of Mr. Baldwin's speech, as it is 
the basis of his whole character as a 
politician. he said, “a 
national and all-embracing party.” These 
sentiments, combined with Mr. Baldwin's 
fine reputation for political honesty, 
cannot fail to rally to the Conservative 
cause many who are tired of 
stratagems and frequent changes of front. 
Whether certainty of purpose and efficient 
party organisation can force the electorate 
to swallow the pill of Protection, which 
now appears to be an essential part of Mr. 
Baldwin's cure for British industry, re- 
mains to be seen. The old political 
economy, which he describes as having been 
learned in the last century, still claims 
a multitude of adherents. On one point 
the voters can feel certain. If they sup- 
port the Conservative leader, they are 
assured of a national policy which is at 
once definite and uncompromising. The 
days of tranquillity, when Conservative 
Governments attempted to rule the 
country by doing nothing, are passed, and 
hope must revive with the change of atti- 
tude. II Mr. Baldwin regains his posi- 
tion as Prime Minister, it will be on his 
own terms and not as a result of com- 
promise or modification of his programme. 
His character as a statesman cannot he 
described better than in his own words at 
Lowestoft: “I like to know where I am 
in polities, and I prefer an open foe to 
the man who promises one thing one day 
and goes back on it the next.”

The Philosopher’s Stone. 

A German claims to have produced 
gold by the decomposition of mercury. 
It the story be true, the Philosopher's 
Stone is a myth no longer. Boyle 
founded modern chemistry 250 years 
ago, teaching the existence of a multi- 
plicity of elements, which he defined 
as substances incapable of decomposition, 
Yet he, like the alchemists, believed in 
the possibility of transmutation, and, 
hoping to achieve it, secured, in 1689, the 
repeal of a statute against the multipli- 
cation of gold. When radium and radio- 
activity were discovered in the early years 
of this century it became clear that the 
walls between the elements sooner or later 
would prove to be not impassable. If, as 
is claimed, gold has been evolved from 
mercury, the transmutation is striking to 
the common imagination only by reason 
of the dreams of wealth that the noble 
metal has excited. To the, scientific mind 
it is the fact of transmutation that 
matters. The atomic foundations of the 
universe are being laid bare, and energies 
for the wielding of which he seems all un- 
fitted are being put into the hands ot 
man, If transmutation had been achieved 
ten years ago, the economic results would 
have been startling. While the world's 
finances depended on the gold reserves of 
the nations, the discovery of means te 
make or multiply the rare metal. would 
have sufficed to create a world-wide crisis. 
The war, forcing nations to build their 
finances on real credit, has fortified them 


against this emergency. Laboratory gold, 
if it comes, will be a beantiful and useful

‘metal ; but, without rareness, it will not

perhaps, the gold upon the. daffodils 
will be as precious as the gold in the 
banks.

Slang. 

A member of the House of Commons 
protested recently against a charge wale 
against him by another member, that 
he had sold the pass,” not merely because 
of the implications of the phrase, but 
because the charge was made “in slang 
like that.” The indignant member had, 
we think, a mistaken notion of what con- 
stitutes slang. Slang comprises words or 
phrases which have not been adopted into 
the language and standardised. Such 
terms as “selling the pass are not 
slang, but worn-out metaphors. While 
slang is often amusing, at least at the 
first hearing, these faded figures of speech 
are wearying. Taste, not scholarship, 
condemns them. Yet they serve a turn 
ia the humdrum round of political life 
where public utterances no longer 
are deliberate in style, delicate in 
diction, as in the days when only the 
discussions of aristocrats were concerned. 
We could not get along to-day without 
whirlwind campaigns, slogans, marshalled 
forces, victories and defeats. It is clear 
that onward marches and resolves to die 

the last ditch are necessary things ; 
and how would some of our statesmen 
rebuke those who differed from them ií 
they could not accuse them of stabbing in 
the back? When our civilisation has 
joined that of Mycene in the dust some 
Mongolian savant, finding our records full 
„these warlike and bloodthirsty terms, 
will, perhaps, declare that the political 
lile of the twentieth century was an 
anarchy of violence, in which parties went 
out to battle and deputies challenged their 
enemies and—sold the pass. 


SUNDAY ‘SAILINGS

CRITICISED.

Ir F. M. Summerfield, in returning thanks 
for his re-election as President, said that he 
never felt more hopeful of the future of the 
Association. When an infant organisation 
had been able to survive the storm and stress 
of the last two years, it was evident that a 
strong desire for co-operation and mutual help 
existed ere were tremendous problems

It is thought that the full Conference will 
not be able to meet again for a day or 
two, but it will get to work as soon as 
there is anything for it to consider. 

The most satisfactory feature of the 
Allied Conference so far is the realisation 
that some tangible result is demanded 
from the deliberations. With the examples 
of previous futile Conferences before them. 
the delegates of all countries appear to 
be anxious to arrive at some point which 
will carry the reparations question a step 
nearer finality. It is too early yet for 
any developments to be looked for, but 
the proceedings of the first two days have 
resulted in an increased hopefulness 
among those who are conversant with 
private and official views of the members 
of the Conference. 


The Dominions. 


The difficulty concerning the repr 
sentation of the Dominions on the inter 
Allied Conference seems to be causing a 
great deal of disturbance. The question 
was well considered in Government circles 
yesterday, and the consideration was co: 
tinued to-day. Mr. Thomas saw 
Dominion representatives with reference 
to the subject this morning. and it 
anticipated that a decision will be reached 
without much further delay. The Irish 
Free State is, of course, concerned in this 
matter. A suggestion has been made that 
the difficulty shall be got over by a repre- 
sentative from.every Dominion being in- 
vited to attend the Conference in turn, 
the nominee on every occasion being the 
High Commissioner.

HE Free State Government suffered its first defeat yesterday when the 
Dail refused to reject an amendment which the — had made to 
the Finance Bill. 

Clause II. of the bill deprived property owners who inhabit their own 

houses of the allowance, in the assessment of income tax, of one-sixth of 

the valuation in respect of repairs. The Senate deleted that clause, on the 
ground that it was inequitable. 

The absurd effect of the clause was illustrated by Professor Thrift. lí 
A and B owned two houses of equal value and occupied them, the clause 
would deprive them of the allowance; but if they became each other s tenant 
they would receive the allowance. 

Despite the arguments advanced by President Cosgrave, who said that 
the clause must stand, the Dail took the view that it would discourage 
thrift and inflict hardship. and, on a division, the Senate’s action was up- 
held by 34 votes against 30. 7 

The announcement of the result was the signal for cries of resign. 
President Cosgrave said that he was prepared to resign to-morrow if it was 
he AR of the Dail, but he did not regard the division as a vote of no 
con ence. 


THE LIQUOR BILL. 


The Minister for Justice announced that the Intoxicating Liquor Bill, 
23, would receive the Royal Assent to-morrow, and in the circumstances 
he N to postpone the further consideration of the new measure until 
October. 

During the discussion of the Estimates protests were made against the 
action of the Revenue authorities in compelling employers to deduct arrears 
of meall tax from wages and salaries. Several cases of hardship were 
cited. 

President Cosgrave said that cases like those mentioned should be 
brought to the notice of the Minister, who could arrange for a little extra 
accommodation if it were needed.

MESSRS, HARLAND 
AND WOLFF. 


RE-ORGANISATION 
RUMOURS. 
POSSIBLE ISSUE OF 
CAPITAL. 


—— 


There is considerable speculation in Belfast 
in tegard to the future of Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff, and the possible reorganisation 
which is bound to take place in consequence 
of the death of Viscount Pirrie, who for 4 
quarter of a century directed the destinies of 
this important shipbuilding firm 
associated concerns. i 

Although no definite information can be 
obtained upon the matter in Belfast, as the 
head office of the firm is in London, it is 
generally assumed that Lady Pirrie will be- 
come President of Messrs. Harland and Wolff. 
Ltd. This new position will be created in 
recognition of the valuable work which Lord 
Pirrie did for the firm, and also as a tribute 
to the close and practical interest which Lady 
Pirrie has always taken in the affairs of the 
great shipbuilding enterprise. 

A meeting of the directors will be held 

shortly te consider the reorganisation scheme, 
and it will not be surprising if Lord Kylsant, 
Chairman of the Royal Mail and many other 
shipping companies, should join the Board. 
a become chairman cof directors. 
Lord Kylsant was a close personal friend 
of the late Viscount Pirrie, who was associated 
with him in many shipping undertakings. 
Should Lord Kylsant. find it possible, not- 
withstanding the many duties which already 
devolve upon him, to assume the chairman- 
ship of Messrs. Harland and Wolff it will 
mark a further stage in the unification of the 
control of shipping and shipbuilding concerns, 
a policy which was always advocated by the 
late Lord Pirrie, and which he did so much 
to bring about in his lifetime. 

Messrs. Harland and Wolff have the advan- 
tage of being exceptionally well staffed upon 
the technical side of shipbuilding, and this 
fact may appeal to Lord Kylsant, as it would 
relieve him of many matters which Lord 
Pirrie, as a master shipbuilder, would himself 
have attended to during his chairmanship. 

It is also rumoured in Belfast that in con- 
nection with the reorganisation there may 
be an issue of three million capital by Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, but nsthing definite is 
known in Belfast upon the matter. It may 
be pointed out, however, that up to the

NO RESIGNATION. 


President Cosgrave rose, and said that 
deputies had called on the Government to 
resign, and from that he took it that the 
opinion of the House was that the Executive 
Council had not the confidence of the House. 
(No, no!) He did not intend to resign 
unless the House wished it, and he would 
give deputies an opportunity of saying 
whether they wished them to resign or not. 

Mr. D. McCarthy—As far as we are con: 
cerned we accept the President's offer. It is 
the same old threat that they hold out all 
the time. Nothing can be done without us.” 

Mr. Hewat said that only twenty-four hours 
before that the House expressed its opinion on 
a vote of want of confidence in the Govern- 
ment. In the vote just taken they had 
expressed an opinion which did not involve 
the President or the Executive Council. 

Mr. Johnson said that surely it was a 
matter for the President himself to say 
whether the vote that had been taken was 
one that he considered involved his continu- 
ance in office. If the President took it as a 
vote of no confidence, it was for him to 
follow the usual procedure. 


NOT CLINGING TO OFFICE. 


President Cosgrave said that he did not 
consider it a case involving the resignation 
of the Executive Council. If people in the 
House thought that they were clinging on to 
office he would like to disabuse their minds. 
Theirs was not the only alternative Govern- 
men. There were six alternative Govern- 
ments, and he could form three of them 
himself, and he might not even in that case 
call on those who thought most that the 
Executive Council was not worthy to con- 
tinne in office. 

Mr. McGrath said that deputies forgot the 
fact that certain deputies were released from 
prison the day before who might form a 
Government. The attitude taken up by the 
President was ridiculous. Surely one was 
entitled to say Resign,”’ if it came into their 
mind. Deputy Johnson touched the right 
point. I know, he went on, perfectly 
well that the President does not want to hold 
on to office, and he well knows that I know 
that. 1 know very well also that he would 
like to get out of office, but the puzzle to 
him is what is the best way to get ont of it. 
(Laughter. ) 

President Cosgrave—As far as I am con- 
cerned, I can get out now. If it was put 
that way he would say that ordinarily the 
vote should entail the resiznation of the 
Ministry, because a Finance Dill was a most 
important measure, perhaps the most import- 
ant of the year. The particular vote just 
taken was not the same as the vote of the 
House on the same thing within the last 
three weeks. 

Mr. Davin said that he would not sub- 
scribe to the view that certain people outside 
had a right to form another Government when 
they would not accept the Constitution set up 
by the Government of the people. (Hear, 

ear.) 

The 7 announced that as the Presi- 
dent. did pot consider the vote of sufficient 
importance for the Government to reaign, the 
House would proceed with the next business. 

The discussion then ended.

APPEAL TO LIBERAL 
IMPERIALISTS.

“T have no fear but that the next general 
election will mark a red letter day in the 
history of our great party and a red letter day 
in the hi of our still greater country. 

Mr. Stan Baldwin, the leader of the 
Unionist Party, concluded his speech at 
Lowestoft (Suffolk) last evening with these 
words, after he had replied to Mr. Lloyd 
George’s recent indictment of the late Con- 
servative Government. 

Mr. Baldwin said that the first thing of 
which Mr. Lloyd George had accused the late 
Government was that they had let the French 
invade the Ruhr, but it would have been no 
more possible for a British statesman to have 
prevented the French doing that than it was 

ible for a British statesman to prevent the 
— setting out on that unhappy excursion 
into Turkish territory. : 

“The second point on which our Govern- 
ment was indicted was this—that we settled 
the American debt withont getting our own 
debts paid to us, and Mr. Lloyd George called 
it a most unutterable piece of folly."" After 
this Mr. Baldwin quoted Mr. Asquith's re- 
mark—‘'I have always, for mysell, without 
criticising this or that detail, recognised that 
the settlement is a most important factor both 
in the maintenance of our credit in the world 
and as a step, and a very serious step, towards 
the amelioration of the international situa- 
tion. Even Mr. Lloyd George, in February of 
last year, wrote to the American Press en- 
dorsing and praising that settlement. 

He replied to Mr. Lloyd George's criticisms 
of the Lausanne Treaty and the Conservative 
Party's fiscal policy. 

Referring to the Labour Party, he said chat 
he had every sympathy with the desire of 
the rank and file to better the conditions of 
the people at home, but also in the me*lods 
by which these things may be accomplished 
that we differ. 

“They believed that it can be done 
through Socialism. We know that it cannot. 
But the ideal is the same, and our great task 
is to win those who have that ideal to our 
methods, rather than to the methods of the 
Lavour Party. 

“Look for a moment at the men whom the 
driving force has put in the House of Com- 
mons. You have a section that genuinely cor- 
responds to that driving force in the country 
—men of aspiration, men of ideals, men of 
convictions, and men of practical knowledge. 
Bat a great influence in Parliament is wielded 
by men amongst them who are academic 
doctrinaires, and who have not first-hand. 
knowledge of labour or of industry. The 
little leavening which comes to it from other 
classes consists of that natural drift of men, 
normally Liberals or Conservatives, who feel 
that a much more rapid road to promotion is 
open to them in the new party than exists 
for them in either of the older parties. That 
is no source of strength, and besides that 
there is to a small degree in the House of 
Commons, and to.a much larger degree out- 
side, that extreme element which is fastening 
on to Labour like a parasitic growth. It is 
no wonder, therefore, that in spite of a cer- 
tain external appearance of solidity that the 
Labour Party is not at this moment, as we 
are, an entirely happy family. The rifts will 
come. 

There will come a day when the Govern- 
ment will fall, and it will fall by the help of 

Liberal votes. The Liberals will have put the 
Socialists in, and got them out, and whose 
vcles are they likely to get for having done 
it? They will be between the upper and 
the nether millstones. 

After all, the real great cleavage between 
us and the Liberals is the difference between 
our views on Imperial questions. In this 
Parliament, whether it has been a question ol 
strengthening the Navy, whether it has been 
& question of the Singapore base, on which 
the defence of Australasia may one day de- 
peá or whether it be a guestion oí pre- 

erence with the Dominions—on not one of 
these questions has the official Liberal Party 
been sound from our point of view. 

Again, the Liberal Party had joined forces 
with the Labour Party to increase unem- 
ployment by the removal of the McKenna 
duties, and supporting the Labour Govern 
ment on the removal of the Safecuarding of 
Industries Act. The Labour Party came in 
to settle the question of unemployment, but 
they had failed miserably. 

Nothing had been done beyond palliatives 
to deal with it, and Mr, Baldwin prophesied 
that by the time the next election came. the 
uestion of unemployment would still be a 
— issue, and that the conduct of the 
Labour Government in to the question 
would be regarded by the electorate as one 
of the most damning episodes in the whole of 
their career. 

“We believe on our side that the right 
handling of the Imperial questions of the 
day are absolutely 3 * Sen ot 
rosperity of our own e, and peoples 
— rn end egually we Ce ad that if it be 
possible to safeguard any effective industry 
that is suffering from competition arising from 

t-war conditions of debased currencies or 
roken exchanges or anything of that kind, 
that relief should be given to that particular 
industry. 

“There has been no time in my memory 
when we have been more united or more full 
of hope for the future. 1 am quite aware that 
in the country to-day there are many Liberals, 
and I have no doubt there are members of 
the Labour party, who cannot agree with the 
official view of their parties on these great 
questions of Imperial policy. Nor do they 
agree with them that our industries should be 
sacrified to the foreigner one by one. 

Such men cannot be happy in their 
present surroundings, and they see in our party 
the largest united body of men and women in 
the country, animated by as keen a desire as 
they have to improve the social conditions of 
our people, but sharing with them such 
aspirations as they have for the Imperial con- 
nection, and for the prosperity of our own 
trade. 

“Up and down the country those men and 
women will come to us, and they will be wel- 
comed when they come. I know in many 
constituencies members have had letters from 
Liberals who voted at the last election for 
their own men, but whether their own men 
were successfal or not, they say this: ‘ We 
voted for our own Liberal candidate to keep 
the Socialists out, and the first thing he did 
was to put the Socialist in. We are going to 
make sure next time that that mistake is not 
repeated.” And that from end to end of the 
country there will be a little drift of dis- 
illusioned men and women of that kind who 
will come to our support with conviction and 
with Loyalty. 

* All those who feel that they can uncon- 
ditionally adopt our policy and work loyally 
with us we will welcome as comrades in arms 
in the great fight that lies before us, and if 
any man is prepared to adopt our platform 
let him come forward in it and say so like a 
man. (Cheers.) k

CONFERENCE AT WORK. 


The Times observes in a leading article— 
The Inter- Allied Conference got down to work 


on details yesterday. the work is done in 
Committees and the fact that no plenary 
sitting of the Conference was held is not to 
be regarded as an indication that no pro 
Gress Is being made. On the contrary, the 
isposition for the moment is certainly to 
grapple firmly with the stubSorn facts that 
still render difficult the immediate applica- 
tion of the Dawes report. The forms of pro- 
cedure are inevitably determined by the 
business in hand—except, indeed, in one most 
important respect. In spite of every recent 
warning, the part that is to be played in this 
Conf@rence by the British Empire as a whole 
is not yet clearly defined. The British Go. 
verument are undertaking on behalf of the 
Empire a heavy responsibilitiy in the execu- 
tion of the experts’ scheme. The co-operation 
of the Dominions is necessary if British deci- 
sions are to carry their full weight 
abroad. Moreover, the machinery for achiev- 
ing that co-operation has been worked out in 
principle, tested in practice and approved in 
its broad outlines. Both at the Conference of 
Paris—to which the present Conference is, in 
effect, an appendix—and at Washington, the 
British Empire was represented by a delega 
tion composed from its various nations, and 
meeting constantly to frame a common policy. 
The spokesmen of te nations were actually 
present at the plenary sessions, and, though 
the smaller executive meetings were neces 
sarily more limited in numbers, the British re 
presentative at each of them was conscious 
that he was able to speak in the name of the 
whole Empire. and not only of this country 
That system, incomplete and undefined as it 
still is, worked well at both these earlier Con 
ferences. and it is highly unfortanate, as we 
have always recognised, that Lord Curzon 
thought fit to cevart from it in the somewhat 
less material instance of Lausanne, and thus 
gave an opportunity for an attitude of disin- 
terested detachment—which we are bound to 
think equally unfortunate—on the part of Mr. 
Mackenzie King 

The incident ot Senator Belcourt, of Canada, 
which still needs explanation—to say nothing 
of the belief that the British Government 
contemplate some method of calling in the 
representatives of the Dominions in rotation— 
shows that a good deal still remains to be 
settled before the next plenary session of the 
Conference, All that need be said at the 
moment is that representation of the 
Dominions by turns is no solution whatever 
of a very delicate and difficult problem, and 
that the first essential is to reconstitute an 
effective British Empire delegation in London

DIVORCE LAW IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


THE PRESENT POSITION 
" UNSATISFACTORY.” 


COMMITTEE’S REPORT.

QUESTION OF DOMICILE 
AND THE WOMAN, 


The position in regard to divorce and 
matrimonial cases in the Free State is 
dealt with in the report issued last night 
by the Joint Committee on Standing 
Orders (Private Business). 

The history of the divorce law is re- 
viewed by the Committee, which makes no 
definite recommendations. It states, how- 
ever, that the present position, which 
permits the unrestricted presentation of 
private bills for divorce, is unsatis- 
factory. 

The Committee points out that, if the 
Free State decides that a full measure of 
divorce is not to be introduced, a man 
may still change his domicile to England 
or Northern Ireland and get a divorce 
with the right to re-marry; but a 
woman who, by reason of her marriage, 
is domiciled in the Free State cannot of 
her own accord change her domicile and 
cannot obtain a divorce under any circum- 
stances. 


FULL TEAT OF REPORT. 


The Joint Committee on Standing Orders 
(Private Bills) in the Otreachtas—consisting of 
Senators Douglas, Barrington, Brown, R.C,

85) established a Court for 
Divorce and Matrimonial Causes, to which was 
also given jurisdiction to award damages 
against a co-respondent, and to deal with the 
veriation of settlements and the custody of 
the children of the marriage. The jurisdic 
tion of this Court for Divorce and Matr 
monial Causes has, under the English Jud) 
cature Acts, been transferred to the present 
Probate and Matrimonial Division of the 
High Court of Justice in England The juris 
diction of this Court is confined to persons 
domiciled in England or Wales—which means, 
to cases where the husband is domiciled in 
England or Wales. 

It will therefore be seen that in England.

confined to the granting of decrees of divorce 
a mensa et thora, and to declaration of nullit\ 
of marriage on grounds existing at the dat:

parties, or to make an orden dealing with the 
custody of the children of the marriage 
In the year 1870, by an Act which came 
into force on the Ist January. 1871. the juris 
diction previously vested in the Ecclesiastica! 
Courts in Ireland was vested in a new Court 
of Record called the Court for Matrimonia! 
Causes and Matters. This Court possessed the 
same jurisdiction as the Ecclesiastical Courts 
which had proceeded it and no more. Its 
jarisdiction was transferred under the Irish 
Judicature Acts to the King’s Bench Divis 
of the High Court of Justice in Ireland. And 
under the Courts of Justice Act. 1924, this 
jurisdiction has become vested in the Hich 
Court of Saorstát Eireann i 
Act. 8 

As the jurisdiction of the Ecclesiast 
Courts in Ireland prior to 1871. and of 
Courts to which their jurisdiction was tra: 
ferred. since that date, did not include 
grant of divorce a vinculo matrimonti:, 
sons domiciled in Ireland who desired « 
relief were obliged to resort to Parliamen: 

efore the Union nine Divorce Bills us 
passed by the Irish Parliament—the proce 
dure, and the grounds upon which the relief 
was given, being the same as in the “ritish 
Parliament, And it is a curious fact that 
in a“ least three cases prior to the Union 
the British Parliament exercised ita owers 
and granted divorce a rincu/o matrimonii to 
persons domiciled in Ireland.

6 Saorstat Eireann it is important that 
the limitations on the power of the Courts 
should be clearly understood. Their powers 
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are restricted to (a) the granting of decrees 
of divorce a mensa et thoro and (b) the de- 
claration of nullity of marriage on grounds 
existing at the date of the marriage. The 
Courts cannot vary a settlement executed on 
the marriage for the benefit of any of the 
parties and they cannot deal with the custody 
of the children of the marriage except by 
making them wards of Court—which is often 
undesirable. It is therefore probable that in 
many cases where decrees of divoice a 
mensa et thore are granted by the Courts 
the parties concerned may find it necessary 
to apply by way of private bill to the 
Oireachtas, when the justice of the case de- 
mands variation of a martiage settlement or 
decisions as to the custody of the children, 
irrespective of whether they seek divorce a 
1 % matrimonu or not. 
6 In England Bills relating to matn- 
monial matters are governed by special 
Bianding Orders which restrict the class of 
cases for which leave is granted to introduce 
bills. 

Amongst other provisions it is required that 
before the bill can be examined in committee 
the record of the proceedings and judgment in 
an action at law must be produced and the 
preamble must be proved by oral testimony. 
Such bills are considered by a special com- 
mittee, and every precaution is taken against 
dishonest or fraudulent cases being brought 
before Parliament. 

~—IThe Committee have carefully ex- 

amined the whole problem, but have 
not reached any definite judgment. They 
re that considapabele differences of 
opinion exist, and that although on the one 
hand there ate citizens of the Saorstat who 
have no. conscjentious objection to the grant- 
ing, under certain circumstances, of divorce 
a vinculo matrimonu, and who believe that 
the same facilities in this respect should be 
available that were in existence before the 
1 vertheless the majority feel that 
such proceedings are contrary to their religious 
eonvictions and that divorce with a legal right 
to remarr \ should not be permitted.

change his domicile to England or Northern 
Ireland and be thereby enabled to obtain 
divorcee with a right to remarry, a woman who 
by reason of her marriage is domiciled in 
the Saorstat cannot, of her own accord.

“ IRELAND, 1924.” 

“Ireland, 1924,” being a short survey of 
the attractions, scenic and historical, of the 
Emerald Isle, and ‘the .official publication of 
the Irish Tourist Association (Inc.), Cork, has 
just been issued. Its attractive make-up and 
the excellence of its illustrations reflect credit 
on the printers, Messrs. Guy and Co., Ltd., 
Cork. The beauty spots of all the four pro- 
vinces are dealt with in the booklet, of which 
the first edition (10,000 copies) is being dis- 
tributed free at Wembley, on all trans- 
Atlantic liners, and at ports of departure 
for and arrival in Ireland. In an intro- 
ductory note we are told that this booklet 
“ig a message of good-will to all of our 
friends in every land, and a heharty invita- 
tion to renew their acquaintance with Ire- 
land. After ten years of enforced isolation,

filled.” ~*~ 
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the College of Physicians one the 
College ‘ut Surgeons one, the Apothecaries 
Hall one, Queen’s University, Belfast, one, 
and the general practitioners sent one, and, 
finally, there was one representative elected 
by the Crown. 

The medical profession had made up its 
mind definitely that it did not want to be 
placed in any worse position than at present, 
Some time ago the Government had asked for 
a conference with the universities and licens- 
ing bodies to consider the matter. Tha 
conference met and spent several months dis- 
cussing the matter. It sent a unanimous 
report to the Government, pressing that no 
change should be made. ‘There were three 
proposals before the conference. . 
was the establishment of a separate medical 
council and medical register, with control of 
medical examinations and practitioners of the 
Free State without. relation to the existing 
Council of Great Britain. Under that 
scheme practitioners qualified and registered 
in the Free State wouid not be allowed to 
practise in Great Britain or its Colonies. If 
they wished to practise they would have to 
pass a qualifying examination, for which they 
would have to pay. They would also have 
to pay fees for registration. Those feer 
would amount to about £100. ' 
Medical students, who had no hope of em- 
ployment in the Free state would naturally 
seek to get qualified in England, Scotland, 
or Northern Tote. so that they could be 
placed on the general register. 

To get on the Colomal list they would 
have to apply to the Privy Council for recog- 
nition, and to the General Council for 
registration. The Colonial list was, however, 
regarded as inferior to the General list. 
There were at least 1.000 medical students in 
the Free State, and they were spending £150 
a year each, and if they were going to vs 
their money elsewhere on education, a large 
sum of money would be lost to the Free State. 


A SEPARATE COUNCIL, 


The second proposal discussed at the con- 
ference was to establish a separate medical 
council, and a separate register for the 
Saorstat, and to seek from the Medical 
Council of Great Britain a reciprocity similar 
to that which obtained between Great Britain 
and the Colonies. It was not compulsory upon 
the Council to recognise all the institutions 
of the Free State, and it would be quite 
within its right to fail to give recognition to 
certain licensing institutions bere. 

So far as the reciprocity spoken of was 
concerned there must be under existing cir- 
cumstances application to the Privy Council 
by the universities and application by the 
students tliemselves, and when that applica- 
tion was granted they would then appear on 
the Colonia! list. 

The third point raised at the conference 
was the establishment of a separate council 
for the Saorstat and recognition of the 
practitioners qualifying in the schools, while 
at the same time recognition of such practi- 
tioners in one country would give them 
ipso facto right of registration in the other. 
hat would require new and agreed legisla- 
tion, and it was essential that reciprocity 
would be assured before the change should be 
made. They had nothing to offer the English 
Medical Council, and he did not think that 
there was any doubt whatever that if they 
obtained reciprocity, so that all their graduates 
would be placed on the register, the Colonies 
would come in and endeavour to claim the 
same reciprocity. The General Medical Coun- 
cial bad always set their faces against giving 
equality to the Colonies. The establishment 
of a general council and register here would 
cost a considerable sum of money, and practi- 
tioners throughout the country would have to 
pay towards running the council, 

So far as the di-tribution of those qualified 
in the Free State were concerned on the 
register of 1922. there were 6,599 students 
who had qualified in the Free State, and wf 
those there were resident outside of Ireland 
52 per cent., resident in Northern Ireland 1 
per cent., and resident in the Free State 
per cent, 

The point made during the conference was 
that the number of Irish practitioners on the 
register was only 7 per cent., whereas the 
n ol representation on the General 
Medical Council so far as Ireland was con- 
cerned was 21, so that they had at the pre- 
sent time a great deal more control than the 
number of practitioners would entitle them 


to 
LOSING CONTROL. 


There was no doubt that if they lost control 
by giving up their association with the Bri- 
tush Council they would lost entire control 
over the practitioners of Lrish extraction and 
Irish qualification who were practising else- 
where. The members of the conference were 
unanimous that it would be a very disastrous 
thing if any change were made at the present 
time. They considered that the third pro- 
oo put forward would be the ideal thing 
ut they would be very slow indeed to give up 
their existing conditions unless they were per- 
fectly satisfied that the reciprocity spoken of 
was assured before anything was given up. 
Mr. Thomas Johnson said that he wanted 
to demur against Sir James Craig's assump- 
tions, and to say that beyond the present 
bill which dealt with specific injustices, there 
was a bigger and much wider question to 
discuss whenever any further action was to be 
taken. The number of medical men who were 
educated in the Free State, and were practis- 
ing abroad might have been understandable 
in the past. Hut surely it was not going to 
be suggested that they were going to con- 
tinue on the assumption that several hundred 
young men and women should be educated in 
the universities and medieal schools, and 
that 8) on cent. or more must go abroad. 
Major Bryan Cooper said that so long as 
the United States and Great britain existed 
lrishmen would go out in the future as they 
did in the past. $ : 
Mr. Good said that there was a good deal 
in what Deputy Johnson had said. It was a 
matter that ought to be gravely considered 
when the question of University Education 
was before them again. The best brains in 
the country went into the professions. They 
wanted to stop that and to get some of the 
best brains into mdustry.

THE ESTIMATES. 


WHITLEY COUNCIL FOR CIVIL 
SERVANTS. 


The debate on the vote of £49,095 for the 
salaries and expenses of the Ministry of 
Finance was resumed. 

Mr. Johnson asked, the Minister if he were 
prepared to reinstate the Whitley Council 
system, in order that civil servants should 
have means of access to the Ministers of 
their respective departments. . 

The system of having temporary civil ser- 
vants for a long period was not often satis- 
factory. If such servants were being con- 
tinued in service they should be put on a 
permanent basis. The experience of three or 
four years in the service should count as very 
high marks in the examination, and men who 
had given such service should not be lightly 
dismissed to give place to juniors. Value of 
experience was generally admitted. 

There was another point on which he wished 
to speak. That was the question of the large 
number of civil servants who were retiring 
under Article 10 of the Treaty, but who would 
be willing to re-enter the service if there was 
any indication that they would be reasonably 
met by the Minister. 


HISTORY OF COUNCIL. 

President Cosgrave, replying, detailed 
briefiy the circumstances which led to the 
setting up of the National Whitley Council. 
That Council also included Departmental Coun- 
cils, and decisions could be come to only by 
agreement. Those decisions became operative 
at once, but without prejudice to the authority 
of Parliament. 

The President went on to say that after the 
setting up of the Provisional Government a 
deputation waited on the late General Collins 
to press for the establishment of an Irish 
Whitley Council. General Collins was favour- 
ably disposed to the proposal that Depart- 
mental Councils should be formed, but re- 
served his opinion on the larger question ol 
the establishment of a National Whitley 
Council. Later another deputation waited on 
the Minister of Finance, when the Minister 
gave it as his opinion that it was neither 
desirable nor advisable to have in the Free 
State Civil Service bodies like the Whitley 
bodies, and reference was made to the ma- 
chine used in the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
Foree—namely, the Police epresentative 
Council. 

Draft arrangements had been prepared for 
future working, but before communicating 
them to the staff the Minister wished to men- 
tion the matter to the Executive Council,

INCOME TAX. 
EMPLOYERS AS COLLECTORS, 


President Cosgrave moved a vote of 
£640,890 for the salaries and expenses of the 
Revenue Department. 

Mr. Johnson drew attention to the proce- 
dure being adopted by the Commissioners for 
Inland Revenue in ordering employers to de- 
duct from wages and salaries arrears of income 
tax due by their employés. A number of such 
orders, he said, had been served on business 
people in the city, and the deductions in many 
cases were such as to cause great hardship. 
Those frequently amounted to one-third of 
the earnings, and in one case a man with £6 
a week had £3 a week deducted. Where 
neople were willing to meet their obligations 
the Commissioners should give as much con- 
sideration in the matter of payment as was 
given by judges in the County Courts. 

Mr. Hewat said that employers protested 
against being made debt collectors for the 
Department. * In such cases there was fre- 
cently a dispute as to how much was due, but 
the employer was compelled to deduct whether 
it was right or wrong. The position told 
against the carrying on of trade in a har- 
monious manner. It was a wrong method for 
the Government to adopt, and it should be 
discontinued. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis mentioned the case of a 
man in receipt of a good salary who had a 
dispute on the question of the amount of his 
income tax with the Revenue Commissioners, 
He invited the Revenue Commissioners to 
take the matter into Court, because there was 
a question of principle at stake. The Revenue 
Commissioners decided to jump“ the claim 
by calling on the man's employer to pay. 

Mr. D. McCarthy asked whether the Minis- 
ter could tell them whether any men were 
on loan from the British Civil Service in the 
Revenue Department, and, if so, whether 
their services would be retained. 


PRESIDENT’S REPLY. 


President Cosgrave said that it was more 
than possible that one of the Commissioners 
was on loan. It was his desire that the Com. 
missioner should remain. 

Generally, he had given an undertaking 
that no undue hardship would be inflicted 
in the case of the collection of income tax 
either from employers or employés, and he 
thought that cases like those mentioned 
would be better dealt with if they were 
brought before the Minister's attention. 
To have made an announcement there in the 

House, that they were going to give every 
facility to everyone who owed income tax, 
would not have placed them in the position 
of having a very considerable collection of 
income tax last year. The fact was that the 
Revenue Commissioners got in between 
£1,000,000 and £2,000,000 last year.

COLLEGE OF SCIENCE, 


The House resumed the debate inaugurated 
on Friday last on the vote involving the 
position of the College of Science. 

The Minister for g and Commerce 
resumed his speech, broken when business 
was reported last day. He dealt with Deputy 
Johnson’s point, that some non-University 
students would, under the new scheme, be 
deprived of certain opportunities. The 
argument rested on a misconception, because 
those students had for years been attending 
an institution which was in reality a Univer- 
sity, and they were to all intents and pur- 
poses students of University calibre. 

For historical reasons, technology was in 
Ireland apart from the Universities, but the 
modern trend was to incorporate technological 
subjects with the University. He gave several 
examples of this, including Cambridge, now 
possessing an Agricultm 1 Faculty and a 
Faculty of Engineering, He quoted the 
report of the University Commission, 1910 to 
1915, declaring that technological subjects 
should be included in the University, 

On Friday last he stated that the College 
of Science was “a perfectly. use.ess institu- 
tion,” By that he did not mean that there 
were useless men teaching there, or that they 
did not know their work, He now substituted 
the phrase “a perfectly and completely re- 
dundan institution. He did not want to 
cast any reflection on the professors, demons- 
trators, and students of the College. The 
College of Science was a University institu. 
tiom, and there was no case made out for 
its continuance as a separate institution. For 
the better education of the country the 
College of Science should be incorporated 
with a University institution. 

He hoped that the House by its vote would 
show appreciation of the scheme propounded 
by the Minister of Education, so as to enable 
the heads of the University Colleges of Cork 
and Dublin to proceed immediately to get 
courses ready for such students as might 


come to them next year in the new Faculties 


of Agriculture and Engineering.

It is important te bear in mind that every 
independent State has found it necessary to 
evolve a separaw financial: policy, or plan of 
revenue and oxpendit are of its own, dictated 
solely by consideration of its own special 
means and needs No two States have the 
same financia: policy, for the simple reason 
that no two are alike in economical, political 
and social conditions. The Free State, for the 
present, forms an exception to that rule, its 
scheme of finance being based on a plan of 
taxation which is practically identical with 
that of Great Britain, in spite of the very 
remarkable divergence between the general 
conditions of the two islands. That identity 
of plan dates trom the fusion of the two 
n in 1817, since when Ireland has 
had no financia. policy of its own. It has 
been subjected to British financial policy 
which naturally enough; was dictated by 
consideration of British means and needs. We 
are now, however thanks to complete financial 
independence under the pine: 2 in a position 
to create a policy to suit ourselves—a measure 
which appears, sooner or later, inevitable, and 
delay in regard to which means the postpone- 
ment of definite financial order. As a first 
practical step in that direction, it would seem 
necessary to appoint a special Commission for 
the thorough study of the whole subject 
(with special attention to what other small and 
well-ordered States have done), and for the 
eventual submission of definite proposals. 

In the meantime, we ate, aa has been 
officially established for the last twenty-eight 
years, supporting a burden of taxation which 
is quite excessive in proportion to our meaús, 
an which, ‘to-day more than ever, very 
gravely oppresses our industry. Furthermore, 
the lack of financial policy makes it inevitable 
that, in some branches of administration, we 
are spending more than we should otherwise

HOUSING OF THE OIRFACHTAS., 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—How about the great open 1 
within the large College of Science buildings? 
There is ample 2 there for a new oblong 
building, facing, but set back from, the lofty 
entrance archway, and 2 at the rear 
upon the pillared approach under the clock- 
tower, The new bl would be of the same 
style and stone as the whole College of Science 
and, while leaving more than surround - 
ing space for air and light om three sides and 
three parts of the fourth, might easily possess 
a length of (say) 120 feet.ar more and a 
depth of (say) 5 feet or more, connected 
directly by short corridors on two storeys 
with the existing building under theclock, and 
by a first-floor corridor on each side, north 
and south, over an ornate arch. 

Is it too much to suggest that such a com- 
modious and convenient home for the 
Oireachtas could within eighteen months be 
completed? Are there not half a dozen 
architects in our city who could, and would, 
design within one week most suitable and 
roomy Dail and Senate chambers in such an 
edifice? The ground floor, up some eight or 
ten steps, could accommodate the Dail, its 
committee rooms, dining rooms and appurten- 
ances; and on the first floor the Senate would 
have more than ample toom for its needs. The 
Parliament House would thus be virtually 
surrounded by its offices and departmental 
sub-offices; and, by means of lifts and pas- 
sages, each unit would be in arterial con- 
nection and close touch with every other, and 
no administrative official would be a hundred 
yards away. 

It is true that such a building would neces- 
sarily hide the inscription that announces that 
the College of Science was begun in the 
reign of King Edward VII. and finished in 
the reign of King George '; bat the existing 
pillars and the stone stairway entrance there 
could be removed and rebuilt at the front of 
the new edifice. The whole need only be of 
such a height. that above ite vornamenta 
pty on the clock in the tower behind could 
still be read by the map in the street.

BANK OF ENGLAND RETURN. 


Owing to an increase of fully £1,000,000 in 
the reserve, the reduction in the market re- 
sources indicated in this week's Bank return 
Is not so great as had been anticipated. The 
“other deposits” are rather less than 
£5,500,000 lower, and still stand at nearly 
£107,500,000. There was an increase of 
£230,000 in the “other serurities,”” but 
Government securities showed a drop of 
£2,870,000, and there was an addition of 
£1,800 000 to the public deposits. The move- 
ment last mentioned was largely offset by the 
merease in the reserve, which raised the total 
of that item to 221,818,511. As the deposits 
on balance are considerably lower, the ratio 
of reserves to liabilities has further risen lá 
to 18.5 per cent.
